The enemy opened fire, and, while 
strengthening the works for protection to the 
wounded and baggage, the fire was the heavi- 
est that the British had yet been subjected 
to. While at this point Gen. Stewart was 


wounded. 
RECONNAISSANCES. 


Jan. 21, two days after the battle in the 
desert, a reconnaissance of Metemneh was 
made. This revealed the fact that Metemneh 
was in a state of defense. The works were in 
a fairly good condition and furnished with 
loopholes. Sir Charles Wilson reports that he. 
could have carried Metemneh, but thought it 
not worth risking the loss of men which the 
capture might involve. The following day a 
reconnaissance was made down the river to 
Shendy with three steamers, which returned 
the same day. 

THE RESULTS. 

Sir Charies deplores the losses the English 
troops suffered in crossing from Kort: to 
Gubat, but in other respects he regards the re- 
sult of the operations as in the highest degree 
successful. Lord Wolseley telegraphs that two 
officers were killed and nine wounded during 
the passage from Abu-Kiea to the river. 

AID FROM NATIVES—METEMNEN’S DEFENSES. 

Four steamers from Kbartoum, under Nusri 
Pasha, arrived at Gubat Wednesday. By these 
the latest news from Gen. Gordon was brought. 
During the reconnaissance of Metemneh Nusri 
landed and assisted Gen. Stewart's force in 
their operations. Metemneh, it appears, is oo- 
eupied by 2,000 men, one-halfof the regular 
force, under command of Nurangar. The 
town is provided with three Krupp guns, but 
has very little ammunition. The shells fired 
from these guns will not explode. At Shendy, 
which is on the other side of the river and a 
short distance north of Metemneh, is one small 
Krupp gun, and the town is garrisoned by a 
small force. Sir Charles Wilson started for 
Khartoum last Saturday.

DETAILED ACCOUNT OF THE FIGHT NEAR 


METEYVEH. 

The point where the battle of the 19th oc- 
curred is in a desert about five miles south 
from Metenineh. When Gen. Stewart reached 
that point he found the enemy hovering about 
his little army on all sides, and skirting it, 
often within uncomfortably short range. The 
rebels had evidently stationed themselves in 
the vicinity to await his arrivai and give him 
battle. When they began to surround him and 
press in upon him he determined to abide the 
event. He ordered his men to dismount and 
form a zareeba. This was made mainiy with 
saddies and baggage, and during its con- 
struction the rebel riflemen drew nearer 
and maintained a hot fire from, behind 
ambushes and such hiding places as they could 
find among bushes and high Prass.- This fire 
was very well directed, and was most disas- 
trous in its effect upon the British troops. 
Twelve men were soon shot dead, and forty 
others stricken down with ugiy wounds. 
Among the first killed were Mr. Cameron, 
special correspondent of the London Standard, 
and Mr. Herbert, special correspondent of the 
London Post. Gen. Stewart was one of the 
very first to be wounded. He was shot in the 
thigh. When he was shot the work of making 
the gareeba was about completed, and the 
army had been put in motion to form its battie 
array.

LORD sr. VIFCENT’S DEATH. 

Latest dispatches received at the War Office 
show that Lord St. Vincent was not, as at first 
reported, killed in the battle fought in the 
desert the 19th inst. He died froma wound re- 
ceived the l7th at Abu-Kiea. Only two British 
officers were killed in the zareeba fight; other 
dead were non-commissioned officers and pri- 
vates. 

BRAVERY OF A SMALL GARRISON. 

During the advance of the main body of the 
English from the zareeba the garrison lett be- 
hind at that point kept up a heavy fire from 
their guns and rifles. An effort was made to 
erect a small redoubt some fifty yards to the 
righfof the zareeba under the protection of @ 
steady fire from the zareeba. During the erec- 
tion of the redoubt one man was killed and 
three wounded. Lord Cochrane, with forty 
men from the Life-Guards and Scots Grays, 
held the redowbt and maintained a heavy fire 
throughout the battle. They did much torepel 
the constant rushes of the enemy. 

THE LOSSES. 

Five Emirs and 250 men were left dead upon 
the field and large humbers were wounded. 
About the English losses few detaile have yet 
been received. It is known, however, that 
Cameron, the special correspondent of the 
London Daily Standard, and Herbert, the spe- 
cial correspondent of the Morning Post, were 
killed. The plave where the battie occurred is 
a slight distance beyond the Stebacas Wells. 

MOVEMENTS OF THE BRITISH. 

The square reached the Nile at sunset 
Monday and encamped forthe night. Far- 
ly Tuesday morning scouting. parties made 
reconnaissances and destroyed some empty vi!- 
lages. The inhabitants had watched the mili- 
tary operations from a distance and afterwards 
retreated to Metemneh. The British then ad- 
vanced through the villages around Metemneh. 
Wednesday they made a reconnaissance and 
found Metemneh fairly well fortified, Shots 
were exchanged, but the rebels kept out of 
sight. The ground around is sandy, with de- 
pressions full of grass and bushes affording 
good cover. 

Prisoners state that the enemy came from 
Khartoum, and that the force which attacked 
the British at Abu-Klea was the advance 
guard 


HERBERT, THE CORRESPONDENT. 

Herbert, the special correspondent of the 
London Post, whose death was reported today, 
was shot dead during a fierce attack of the 
rebels while the British were erecting the za- 
reeba. Herbert was Secretary to Lord Duffer- 
in when the latter was Governor-General! of 
Canada. Herbert witnessed the battles of 
Tel-el-Kebir, El-Teb, and Tamai. He was se- 
vergly wounded in the last-named battle. 

THE ENEMY WELL HANDLED. 

The 22d the Britisn encamped at Abu-Kru, 
two miles south of Metemneh. The enemy 
were most sparing in their use of ammunition 


while defending Metemneh and only kept up a | 


desultory fire. The rebel forces throughout all 
the engagements have been well handied. It 
is stated that two Europeans are among them, 
which may explain the fact. A female prisoner 
states that the British fire decimated the ene- 
my, who seem determined to remain inside 
Metemneb. 

Five of Gen. Gordon's steamers conveying 
500 soldiers and five guns arrived at Gubat the 
22d. All the troops and guns were landed, 
when the guns were turned upon Metem- 
neh, without, however, producing any apparent 
effect upon the rebels. 

THE KILLED AND WOUNDED. 
The total British loss, including the loss at 


Abu-Klea, was 104 killed and 116 wounded.

A TERRIBLE PREDICAMENT. 

The first part of the march was orderly and 
quite steady, Later the route lay through a 
dense jungle and groves of mimosa, where the 
confusion and uproar of the native drivers de- 
layed progress for a couple of hours ana put 
the enemy on the alert. Rebels concealed in 
the tall grass kept up a galling fire. The 
British were gradually worn out, being 
exposed,as gargets and unable to strike back. 
it’s wound delayed the counter-at- 


their horsemen closed the roads in our rear. 
As the square moved slowly from the zareeba 
all felt their fate depended upon its steadiness. 
When the square stopped the men lay down 
and delivered volley after volley with superb 
steadiness. 

CHARGE OF THE SPEARMEN. 

„% At last the British moment came. Rebel 
spearmen advanced to burl themselves against 
the little square. The British never wavered a 
moment. When they saw the foe coming they 
cheered lustily and delivered a fire 80 
deadly that Arabs dropped in lines and 
recoiled and retired in broken array. 
Meanwhile another dense mass of 
rebels from the south was stopped by shells 
from Norton's guns. At this juncture the 
epemy’s redoubtable peserve of horsemen, 
standard-bearers, and fanatical followers 
rushed against the square, but was again re- 
pulsed by a withering fire delivered by our 
men. Their retreat this time was final, for 
they renewed the attack no more. 

ANXIOUS BOURS. 

** Meantime the men left behind in the zaree- 
ba to guard the wounded watched the square 
disappear over the hills, and were unaware 
until next morning whether the square had 
reached the Nile safely or been over- 
wheimed. When the men were 
seen returning the next day they 
were greeted with loud and heartfelt cheers. 
After reverently burying the dead the whole 
force marched to the Nile, where they were 
allowed to bivouae in peace and unity, the 
rebels raking no sign beyond beating drums 
during the whole night. 

THE SITUATION. 

“It ie stated the Mahdi sent 12,000 picked 
troops to annihilate the troops either at Abu- 
Klea or here. It is said be is sending 20,000 
more men, but there is no more fear now. The 
British have the Nile on their back, another 
British column is on the march, and Gordon's 
steamers are securing supplies and material. 
Metemneh is still held by a small force 
of. rebel riflemen with one brass gun. 
The town is said to be in great straits. 
Aj European was clearly distinguished in the 
rebel ranks. The British have captured three 
unarmed rebel boats, which will be very useful 
to them. All the officers and men are in ex- 
cellent health and spirits. 

THE NUMBER ENGAGED. 

“The British square numbered 1,200, and the 
foree of the enemy was estimated at nearly 
12,000. When the square returned to the za- 
reeba the day after the fight many of the gar- 
rison wept for joy.” 

A FRENCHMAN IN COMMAND AT METEMNEH. 

Wounded prisoners brought into the English 
lines say Metemneh is under the command of 
Pain, a Frenchman. They all state that they 
consider the Mabdi’s cause lost. It is reported 
the Mahdi is sending away all Valuables. 

HOW CAMERON DIED. 

Cameron, the war correspondent, was shot 
in the back while kneeling beside his camel 
eating lunch. Cameron was buried on the field 
of battle by surviving companions. 

OSMAN DIGMA WILL FIGHT. 

Spies report that Osman Digma is still deter- 
mined to fight, and is even arming his women. 
STEWART ’S FORTITUDE. 

After Gen. Stewart was wounded he was car- 
ried to the field hospital by a party of officers 
and men, who were moved to tears by the

‘ DEEDS OF HEROISM. 
A LITTLE BAND OF BRAVES. 

Lonpoy, Jan. 28.—[Special.}—Col. Burleigh, 
who is almost the only survivor of the little | 
band of special correspondents who accom- 
panied Gen. Stewart's forces into the Baiuda 
desert, has sent to the Daily Telegraph a superb 
report of the series of fights between Abu- 
Klea Wells and the river. The description 
shows that it was touch and go with the little 
army for a long time. 

During the engagement the 19th inst. the 
British fought for tour behind a zareeba 
in the open desert. The men became er- 
hausted for want of water, and one of the 
boldest movements in the history of 
Egyptian campaigning was ordered by 
Col. Sir Charles Wiliam Wilson, X. C. 
M. G., who took of the force after 
Gen. Stewart had been wounded. Col. Wilson 
saw that the whole force was doomed unless 
water could be obtained. The Nile was only 
three miles distant, but some thousands of 
Arab tribesmen were between the British 
troops and the river. The Arabs keep- 
ing up a desperate fire on the British tion, 
and their attack was especially heavy on that 


side of the square which faced toward the | 


river. Nevertheless Col. Wilson detailed a 
number of picked guardsmen aud ordered them 
to out through the enemy's lines, to make their 
way to the river, and to return with rubber sacks 
filled with water. Nee 


mainder succeeded in forcing their way back, 
but the few who did return brought water 
enough to refresh the troops and enable them 
to repulse the enemy. 

ARRIVAL OF REINFORCEMENTS. 

The troops reached the banks of the Nile the 
day efter this engagement. Soon after their 
arrival one of Gen. Gordon's steamers came 
down the river bringing reinforcements of 
Egyptian troops from Kbartoum and fresh pro- 
visions. The arrival of the little improvised 
gunboat was hailed with frantic cheering by 
the brave fellows who had made the march 
across the desert. 


MILITARY OPERATIONS. 
ADVANCING ON KHARTOUM. 

Loxpox, Jan. 28.—Gen. Wolseley says Sir 
Charles Wilson bas gone to Khartoum on board 
a steamer to conter with Gen. Gordon. It is 
expected that he will return as soon as possi- 
ble and report personally to Gen. Wolseley. 

A dispatch from Cairo deciares that Lord 
Charles Beresford, with a small contingent, is 
pushmg on from Metemneh to Khartoum. 

GORDON NOT IN PERIL. 

An official dispatch received this afternoon 
from Gordon shows that his position in Khar- 
toum is by no means as desperate as was sup- 
posed. He says he could hold out there for 
years. The date of the latest intelligence re- 
ceived from Khartoum is Deo. 20. 

THE MAHDI’S MOVEMENTS SHENDY BOMBARDED. 

It is reported that the Mahdi is sending more 
troops and guns to Metemneh. 

The 22d Gen. Wilsou, with four of Gen. 
Gordon's steamers, a number of black troops, 
two companies of mounted infantry, and six 
guns, bombarded Shendy two hours and almost 
completely destroyed the town, but the occu- 
pants, of whom there were few, appeared to 
be unwilling to surrender. The steamcrs after- 
wards returned to Gubat, where a number of 
forts are being erected. 

KHARTOUM INVESTED. 

It is stated that the Mahdi bas a force of 
6,000 around Khartoum. The population of 
Khartoum is now estimated at 14,000. A con- 


voy has gone to Gadkul to fetch stores and am- 


munition. 

The inhabitants of Metemneh are apparent iy 
in hiding, as scouts are able to see only a few 
persons in the town. 

GEN. EARLE’S OPERATIONS. 

Gen. Earle telegrapbs from Babak Cataract, 
about twenty-two miles below Boiti, as foliows; 

„The rebels still ocoupy Boiti, and it is 
doubttul whether we wili fight them there or 
retire to Berber. A few of the Mahdt's regular 
soldiers at Boiti came from Berber. They say 
they intend to desert to us. Two uncles of 
Sheik Suleiman, who murdered Col. Stewart, 
baye sent us word that they will come in and 
submit. Natives are now returoing to the vi-

THE RETREAT. 

If the weather proves less stormy than it was 
for several days before the surrender every 
effort will be made to make an expeditious 
march out ef the Territory in order to take ad- 
vantage of the ice bridges over Salt Fork, some 
fifty miles south of the Kansas line.

This will no doubt induce 
the soldiers and settlers to use the utmost dis- 
patch to cross at this place at the earliest mo- 
ment. 

A BITTER FEELING.

THE PRESIDENT. 
HE PRESENTS TO THE SENATE AN EXTENDED 
HISTORY OF THE CESSION. 

Wasnrneror, D. C., Jan. 28.—[Special.|— 
The President sent to the Senate this afternoon 
a message on Okiahoma in response to the res- 
olution of inquiry. The message contains an 
elaborate history of the relations of the Gov- 
ernment to the Indian Territory. Its general 
position is that none of the land laws or other 
laws of the United States have been extended 
to the Indian Territory, and that until Con- 
gress shall order otherwise the existing treaties 
must be maintained. The third article of the 
treaty of 1866 with the Creeks provides that: 

In compliance with the desire of the United States 
to locate other Indians and freedmen thereon, the 
Creeks hereby cede and convey to the United 
States, to be sold to and used for homes for such 
civilized Indians as the United States may choose 
to settle thereon, the west half of their cntire do- 
main to be divided by a line running North and 
South . «+ «+ 

The third article of the treaty of 1866 with 
the Seminoles provides that: 

In Hance with the desire of the United 
9 Indians, and freedmen thereon, che 
Seminoles cede and convey to the United States 
R ve articles fix the status of the 
land and explicitly define the purpose for 
which ceded and the manner of its disposition. 
By the Intercourse act of June 30, 1834, this 
tract of territory was declared Indian country, 
and for its government the basis was enacted 
of the present intercourse laws.

SOME PREGNANT FACTS. 
THE EJECTMENT OF POOR SETTLERS—THE CAUSE, 
THE CATTLEMEN, AND OTHER THINGS. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 27.—{ Editor of The Tribune. |— 
The country and Congress are excited in regard 
to the trouble in Oklahoma, and, having trav- 
oled in that territory last summer for nearly a 
month and having investigated it to my satis- 
faction, think I know what I am writing about. 

In the first place, people generally think that 
Oklaboma is all the Indian Territory south of 
Kansas and west of Arkansas. Such is not the 
case. What is known as the Cherokee strip 
joins Kansas on the south, running west from 
the ninety-sixth meridian to the eastern line of 
New Mexico. This strip is said to be fifty-five 
miles wide.from north to south, but in fact is 
sixty-two miles wide. Then Oklahoma begins 
and extends to the Red River on the south, to 
the east line of New Mexico on the west, to the 
Cherokee strip.on the north, and between the 
ninety-sixth and ninety-seventh meridians on 
the east. “Between these boundaries is the 
Oklahoma country, notwithstanding the fact 
that those best informed in that part of 
the country assert that the Cherokee strip does 
belong to the United States under the treaty 
ot 1866. In my judgment the Oklahoma 
country is the best part of the United States. 
To use a Western phrase, it is the round up” 
of all the country. Within the last three years 
1 bave visited all the Western States and Terri- 
tories, Northwestern Territories and South- 
western Territories, and without a doubt 
Oklahoma is worth all the rest as an agricult- 
ural country, not only for farming, but also 
for fruit-raising. The soil is as good as any on 
the Grand Prairie of Illinois, with fine timber 
along the streams and some fine groves out on 
the prairie. It is as well watered as any land 
in the United States. I believe coal will be 
found in as great quantities as in Kansas, with 
plenty of stone and gypsum. 

HOW THE LAND WAS STOLEN. 


If Congress sbouk open it up for settlement 
this winter there will be 200, 


States public land, and the 

Interior and the cattlemen know it. The gen- 
eral impression among the settiers is that the 
President has never investigated the matter, 
but bas left it to the Secretary of 
the Interior to decide, and he has taken sides 
with the cattlemen because they have the most 
oll with which to grease the machine. I don't 
like to accuse a public officer, but the evidence 
leads in that direction. I have often been 
asked how the cattlemen got possession of the 
Territory. Well, twenty years ago or about 
that time a company was tormed, and in look- 
ing for a desirable 1 to locate a oattle- 
ranch went to the Cherokee Nation, and, being 
smooth-tongued fellows, soon had things in fine 
shape, and by paying the Chiefs afew hundred 
dollars, a few red biankets, some trinkets, and 
plenty of promises they located on their lands. 
After a long time the Indians, finding that the 
cattlemen had swindled them, ceded their lands 
—or as much of them as they had been swin- 
died out of—to the United States. The cattie- 
men, having once gotten possession, still hold 
on 10 them, and nothing has been said or done 
until within a very few years past. 

THE CATTLE MONOPOLY. 

All of the good farming land outside of Ok- 
lahoma having been taigen up by cattlemen and 
settlers, the homeseekers have made up their 
minds that these oattlemen have had possession 
ot the public domain about long enough. Con- 
sequently the trouble began in Oklahoma. 
The result will be the same as has been in 
every similar case before this—the settiers will 
succeed. You will remember the trouble the 
North bad in settling Kansas and Nebraska. 
Ine South wanted to monopolize it in favor of 
slavery, but failed. The cattiemen have al- 
ready taken possession of nearly half of the 
Oklahoma country and fenced it with three 
strands of barbed wire, and scarcely an acre 
belongs to them. Their plans are to get near 
a water course, build a sbanty, and begin 
fencing. A man who has never visited the 
great Northwest, Southwest, and West has no 
idea of the magnitude of the cattie interests and 
their mode of doing business. To show you 
how extensive is their business I will say tha 
it begins with Nebraska. From old Fo 
Kearney on the Platte Hiver draw a line ex- 
tending north to the British Possessions; to the 
south to fifty miles west of Matamoras on the 
Gulf of Mexico, which is at least one-half of 
the United States. West of this line the cat- 
tlemen have at least ninety-nine out of every 
100 acres of public land either inclosed or held 
by force and intimidation. 


THE WIRE-FENCE OUTRAGE. 


You will probably remember that the Secre- 
tary of the Interior sent to Colorado last sum- 
mer a man to inspect the matter of fencing the 
public domain. He made an bonest report 
that nearly every acre of public land was 
fenced in by a three-strand barb-wire; that 
often a man had to go forty miles out of his 
way to get to a certain point; that notice was 
stuck on the fences: Cut the wire and buy 
,your coffin.” Would any other Government 
on earth tolerate such acts? Not much! A“ 
low me to say here that that inspector was rot 
sent out by the Secretary of the Interior to 
make any more reports. This state of dffairs 
exists from a few miles south of the south 
line of Kansas to the Red River. I have 
driven ali day in one direction in Oklahoma in- 
side of one pasture in which was graes growing 
from six inches to two feet bigb, and ds thick 
as grass ever grew anywhere, and not gone out- 
side of the inclosure. 

THE RESULTS. \ 

I know that it is natural in man to want to 
make money ana make it fast, to hold ou to all 
be gots if he can and to get more; but is the 
‘Government doing right, not only to itself but 
to the people? Why are the cities ahd towns 
so crowded when there is so mach public land 
that can be cultivated? are - having 


a depressing financial trou Simpiy 
because there are too many idie hands. 
No doubt there are thousands of little 
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children, even in Chicago, 5 years old, 


who have wever tas meat in their 
lives, who have never been out of the city, who 
know nothing of the country. If their fathers 
could get homes on the public lands many of 
them would doso and teach their boys and 
girls to be industrious, honest, and useful citi- 
zens, but not bemg able to buy homes these 
children will be brought up in ignorance and 
crime. 

Again, why do you pay so high a price for 
beef? Because the cattlemen are thoroughly 
organized and will only ship what beeves are 
absolutely necessary to keep the market in a 
good healthy condition for their own pockets. 

If you ask a cattle king how many cattle he 
bas he will tell you four, five, or perhaps seven 
or eight thousand, when in fact he has twenty- 
five, forty, or most likely fifty thousand. It 
won't do to let the packers know the truth. 
There are more cattie on the range today than 
every before, and in better condition than they 
have been at this time of the year within the 
last ten years. I want to say now that I am 
not opposed to cattie-raising. but in favor of it. 
lam a farmer and raise cattle myself; have 
been a farmer for thirty years. In fact, never 
did anything eise but farm, and that, too, in 
the great State of Illinois, until two years 
ago. But I am opposed to any class 
of men stealing from the public—or from 
individuals for that matter. I am still more 
opposed to public officials sanctioning public 
theft. It is claimed by seme that by the open- 
ing of Oklahoma the Indians will be cheated 
out of their rights and be driven from their 
homes. In answer to that, there are not ten 
Indians in Oklahoma, barring a few who are 
employed by the cattleomen, and they don't 
employ very many of them except when they 
can get a nice-looking squaw for their own self- 
ish purpose. 

Senators and Representatives in Congress 
seem to care very little about other men hav- 
ing homes for themselves and their families so 
long as they are well situated; or at least a 
great many of them don't seem to care for any 
one but themselves. Let Congress open up the 
Territory, and it will be one more great outlet 
for not only Chicago's merchants and manu- 
factures, but for all of Illinois’ manufactures, 
as weil as St. Louis and Kansas City. Not only 
from a business standpoint but in a point of 
justice to those seeking bomes is it the duty of 
of Congress to open up the Territory. 

There is territory enough east of the Chero- 
kee strip and Oklahoma and west of Arkansas 
in the Indian Territory proper to give every 
Indian over 21 years of age a farm of 160 acres, 
and then have enough left ſu the Indian Terri- 
tory to support 5,000,000 people, with proper 
cultivation. Only the last week.the Kansas 
Legisiature passed a resolution in both Houses 
—unanimously at that—instructing their Sen- 
ators and Representatives in Congress to use 
their best efforts to have the Territory opened. 
Certainly they understand the situation as well 
as we who live at a great distance. JusTICE. 


THE ARIZONA EVICTION. 

A BADLY-MIXED CONFLICT OF AUTHORITY. 

Tucson, A. T., Jan. 28.—(Special.|—The 
Berger eviction case still excites interest. 
Sub-Agent Hart of the Papago Agency was 
today sentenced to imprisonment for five days 
and to pay $500 for contemptof court. He 
claims he was carrying out orders from Com- 
missioner Price at Washington and that the 
order of court which he disobeyed was in con- 
mot with his orders.

LAND LEASES. 
THE INVESTIGATION OF THE SENATE COMMIT- 
TEE. 


Wasaineronr, D. C., Jan. 28.—[Special.]|—The 
testimony taken by the Senate Committee on 
Indian Affairs today tended still further to 
show that the Indian leases were obtained by 
the cattlemen by bribery of the Indian Council, 
S. Corderoy, a Cherokee, testified that it was 
believed the lease of the Cherokee Strip.was 
procured by bribery. Witness bad talked with 
Thompson, one of the parties who of- 
ered $120,000 for the lease. Thomp 
son told him that the present lessees 
beat him and got the privilege for $100,000 by 
using money liberally in the Cherokee Council. 
Other parties had told witness’ about the use of 
money to get the lease bill through. Oritten- 
den of the Cherokee Nation told witness.that 
one member of the Upper House of the Coun- 
cil named Saunders offered two members of the 
Lower House named French Rowe and James 
Te’ Hee $10 each for oar votes. The witness 
named other persons who bad told him about 
money being paid for votes, but he had no per- 
sonal knowledge of the fact. 

W. E. Hardy, a white man, who married 
among and was adopted by the Kaw Indians, 
testified that T. J. Gilbert bas a lease of 50,000 
acres of the Kaws, being one-half of their re- 
servation, and he charged that the lease was 
obtained by fraud through the collusion and 
assistance of the Indian Agent, Evan J. Miles, 
and the Superintendent, E. D. Keeler. The 
witness told the committee that they could 
not get at the exact condition of affairs with- 
out going to the reservation and there pursuing 
the inquiry. 

Chairman Dawes replied that the committee 
expect to visit the reservation during the com- 
ing spring. 


THE ISLAND CITY SAVINGS INSTITUTION. 

GALVESTON, Tex., Jan. 28.—[Special.]—A 
call issued this morning for a depositors’ meet- 
ing tonight had the effect of allaying excite 
ment over the Island City Savings Bank fail-

Preparing for the Cholera—The Cloth- 
ing and Leather Trades—Other Mat- 
ters. 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 28.— [Special. Boston 
physicians seem to take it for granted that we 
are likely to have the cholera here next sum- 
mer. About forty prominent physicians met 
at the city-hall today and discussed the best 
means to keep it out. Dr. Durgin, Chairman 
of the Board of Healtb, said that he would as 
sume that the cholera is coming next summer, 
and he would urge a stringent system of 
cleanliness as one of the chief means 
to abate it. He was personally a 
thorough believer in quarantine. H. I. Bow- 
ditch said that we should have a committee of 
young and earnest men to take the whole 
matter into consideration and provide for 
defink action. The amount of filth in the city 
was a disgrace, be said, and was largeiy due to 
the indifferepee of private individuals. Dr. 
Wolcott of the State Board of Health said that 
Boston was threatened more by immigration 
from French Canada than from Europe. Dr. 
West, who had experience with cholera in 
Savannah, feared scariet-fever more than 
emall-pox or cholera. The use of camphor was 
particularly efficacious. A committee of five 
Will be nted by the or to consult with 
the State of Health. re was a severe 
visitation of cholera in Boston in 1882, a lighter 
one in 1854, and a few cases in 1866.

The Ice Carnival at Montreal. 
MONTREAL, Que., Jan. 28.—[{Special.}— With 
snow driving through the air so thick as to 
make sight-seeing impossible and the temper- 
ature at no time above zero, Montreal carries 
out to the letter its elaborate carnival program 
and fills in each hour of this carnival week 
with attractions. Monday, though counted the 
first day of the carnival, was wholly occupied 
with preparation and tbe reception of Lord and 
Lady Lansdowne and the Vice-Regal party, who 
arrived from Ottawa and have taken active 
part in all the sports. Tuesday tound 
the city at ite gayest, with several 
thousand guests, mostly from Eastern Amer- 
joan cities, to be entertained. Today brought 
about 1,000 visitors, mostly from New England 
and New York, but the storm delayed all 
trains from two to six hours. There are 
probably 15,000 visitors here from the States 
and near Canadian cities—iess than last year. 
Yesterday's noteworthy events were the open- 
ing of toboggan slides. A few of these longest 
and steepest are natural, but others are great 
wooden structures after the Russian fashion, 
consisting ot two or more courses fur sleds 
down a steep incline of plank and timber 
ice coated. Members of the toboggan clubs 
wear gay blanket suits, and all extend t» visit- 
ors most hearty hospitality m the use of the 
slides. At the opening of Tuque Bleue slide 
the course was made brilliant by thousands of 
Chinese lanterns and torches, and on the ar- 
rival of Lord Lansdowne and party the crowd 
numbered several thousand. Red, white, and 
dlue are the prevailing colors in the costumes, 
and a more brilliant spectacle were hard to 
conceive. In the early evening, too, there 
was the illumination of the ice palace by 
electricity, a grand torchlight march of 
snowshoe clubs, and fancy-skating carnival. 
An exciting hocky tournament this morning 
drew a great crowd, but the carnival races at 
Montreal Driving-Park were postponed on ac- 
count of the intense cold and driving snow. 
The crowning event of this week of brilliant 
spectacies was the attack on the ice palace this 
morning by 800 snowshoers. The grand stand 
erected on two sides of Dominion Square, op- 
posit Windsor Hotel, was filled with thousands 
of spectators muffled in furs and blanket suits, 
while innumerable sleighs filied all the avenues 
of approach. The storm of the morning bad 
ceased. The thermometer stood 10° below zero, 
but the sky was clear. The palace was illumi- 
nated from base to turrets with elec 
tricity. Rresently music sounded and a 
great battalion of snowshoers advanced 
across the square toward the palace, firing in- 
numerable candies and rockets against its 
gieaming sides. The garrison within replied in 
like manner, and after a half-hourof this 
brilliant warfare the attacking party carried 
the fortress, while a great mine of fireworks, 
let off from the highest turrets, signalized the 
end of the attack. immediately after the 
capitulation a foreblight procession was 
formed, in which hundreds of most brilliantly- 
costumed snowshoers lanterns and 
torches marched arouud the castle and through 
Dominion Square to the summit of Mount 
Royal, where a display of fireworks was made. 
Tomorrow there is to be a promenade concert, 
a grand sieigh-ride, and the inauguration of 
the ice condora with tableaux and fireworks, a 
fancy-dress carnival, and many iliuminations 
of ice structures and slides.

The march of Gen. Stewart, the gallant 
Seot, with his little army of 1,500 riflemen 
actoss the Baihuda Desert, from Korti to 
Metemneh—200 miles—is one of the most 
brilliant episodes among British military op- 
erations, either in Egypt or Nubia, and the 
success which” has thus far attended him 
confirms the good judgment of Gen. Wolse- 
ley in dividing his forces after he reached 
Korti, and will silence the hostile criticism 
which has been so lavishly expended upon it. 

Gen. Stewart, as will be remembered, left 
Korti the ist of January with 1,500 effective 
soldiers, well armed and provisioned, but in- 
eumbered with a camel-train, to which his 
soldiers were unused. The plucky, hardy 
Scotchman plunged into the desert and was 
first heard from at Gakdul, about midway 
from Kortito his objective point at Metem- 
neh on the Nile. From Gakdul he at once 
pressed forward to the wells at Abu-Klea, 
where his supplies of water were to be ob- 
tained. EI Mahdi’s Arabs, who had been 
hastily gathered from Berber and Shendy to 
hold the wells, arrived there first and gave 
battle i7th. Outnumbering the British 
more five to one, while poorly armed, 
they made a desperate assanit, and at one 
time succeeded in breaking the rear of the 
square, but the red-coats rallied and fired 
them out after losing 200 in killed and 
wounded, but inflicting eight times as large 
a loss upon fhe Arabs by means of their su- 
perior discipline and weapons. Since that 
time nothing had been heard from him until 
the news came yesterday that he had 
reached Metemneh on the Nile, after severe 
fighting all the way, and is now occupying a 
secure position and fn communication with 
Gen. Gordon. column of British 
troops will join him in a few days.

HOOSIER DEMOCRATS.

THE MORRILL SILVER BILL. 

The Finance Committee of the Senate 
through Mr. Morrill, its Chairman, has re- 
ported favorably the House bill authorizing 
the exchange of trade dollars for standard 
dollars up to July 1, 1885, and the recolnage 
of the former into standard dollars, but with 
amendments which cover the whole silver 
question. Under these amendments the 
President is empowered to renew negotia- 
tions with the Buropean nations lookmg to 
the free coinage of silver as legal-tender 
upon an agreed ratio of value with gold, and 
in case such negotiations fall the present sil- 
ver coinage law is to be suspended after 
Aug. 1, 1886. 

This bill should meet with the approval 
and support of all the genuine friends of bi- 
metallism, and should be accepted as a com- 
promise by the extremists who favor the 
singie gold basis on the one side and those 
on the other side who would welcome a single 
silver basis for the American monetary sys- 
tem. The former can never be brought 
about in defiance of public sentiment, and 
no surreptitious effort in that direction 
will again be successful, and the latter an 
exclusive silver basis—would be almost 
equally deplorable. During the term con- 
templated by this bill, about eighteen months, 
the volume ef standard silver dollars would 
be increased by $36,000,000 at the minimum 
rate of coinage under the present law, and 
the conversion of trade dollars into standard 
dollars would add from $8,000,000 to 
$10,000,000 more. This new coinage added 
to the present volume of silver would give 
the country about $250,000,000 of standard 
silver at the close of the next fiscal year, a 
fund sufficient to prevent any movement for 
the demonetization of the silver dollar, and

Latin Union were compelled many years 
since to suspend the coinage of silver in 
order to keep their stock of silver coin at par 
with gold, and the United States must take 
the same course so long as England bnd Ger- 
many adhere to the single gold basis.

tion against silver would eease in every quar- 
ter with the assurance that the stock of 
standard dollars shall not exceed $250,000,-" 
000, unless an international agreement on 
free coinage at a fixed ratio shall be reached. 
This feeling ld guarantee the continua- 
tion of the present admirable monetary sys- 
tem which makes gold and silver coin, gold 
and silver certificates, and the greenbacks 
and National-bank notes of the same value 
everywhere, The notice it would serve on 
England that me United States will not take 
care of the silver product after Aug. 1, 1886, 
wottid also have the effect of abating the op- 
position of the English Government to inter- 
national bimetallism and hasten the true and 
enduring solution of the silver problem.

THE ADMISSION OF DAKOTA, 

A memorial has been recently presented to 
thé Dakota Legislature asking for a Constitu- 
tional Convention for What is known as South 
Dakota that sets forth in a very strong light 
the reasons why that part of the Territory 
should be admitted as.a State into the Union, 
and establishes beyond question the right of 
the people to make a State Government and 
adopt a State constitution without any Ena- 
bling aet of Congress. 

The statistics contained in the memorial 


show that Dakota has a population of 500,000, 


or more than twe Colorados, five Delawares, 
three Floridas, ten Nevadas, two New Hamp- 
shires, three Otegons, two Rhode Islands, or 
two Vermonts. Her area is 150,982 square 


miles, or nearly equal that of the New En- 
gland States, New Jersey, Delaware, Mary- 


land, Ohio, and West Virginia combined. She 


pays more internal revenue than Delaware, 


Florida, Nevada, or Vermont. She pays 
more post-office revenue than any one of 
thirteen States that can be named and 
has more banks and banking capital than five 
States. It also claims a vote of 87,000, 
which is larger than the vote cast by either, 


| of eight States, ‘These figures demonstrate 


that the people have the territory, population, 
and resources to entitle them to two States. 

The argument made by the memorialists 
upon the rights of the people of Dakota to 
form a State Government without an En- 
abling act is unanswerable. Thirteen States— 
Vermont, Kentucky, Tennessee, Maine, Mich- 
igan, Arkansas, Florida, Iowa, Wisconsin, 
California, Kansas, Oregon, and Nevada— 
were admitted by Congress under their own 
Constitutions, formed without any Enabling 
act, and this right has been affirmed by Con- 
gress and by the Supreme Court of the United 
States. Michigan, as soon as she had the 
population sufficient to support a State Gov- 
ernment, adopted u Constitution, elected State 
officers, and inaugurated a State Govern- 
ment, which exercised the customary juris- 
diction of State officers. The Supreme Court 
of the State adjudged all these acts to be valid, 
and the United States Supreme Court con- 
firmed the decision. Congress ratified her 
action by admitting her as a State, and after- 
wards admitted Iowa, Florida, California, 
Oregon, and Wisconsin under the same con- 
ditions, Bx 

Under the ordinance of 1787 the people of 
the Territory of Wisconsin (which included 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, and Dakota), and by 
act of Congress April 29, 1836, were entitled 
to all the rights granted to Michigan, and 
among them was the following: 

Whenever one fof the States ſ meaning any 
State to be formed out of that Territory) shall 
have 60,000 free inhabitants therein, such State 
shall be admitted by its delegates into the 
Congress of the United States on an equa! foot- 
ing with the original States in all respects for- 


ever, and sball be at liberty to form a perma- 
nent Constitution and State Government, 


Under the rights thus secured to them the 
people of South Dakota, with its 350,000 in- 
habitants and 80,000 square miles of area, 
and of North Dakota, with its 175,000 in- 
habitants and its 70,000 sqtiare miles of area, 
have the undoubted right to form permanent 
Constitutions and State Governments. If 
North Dakota is not ready to move in the 
matter there should be no hesitation 
on the part of South Dakota. A con- 
vention should meet as speedily as 
possible and set up the machinery of a State 
Government and set it in motion and then go 
to Congress and demand admission. Their 
rights are guaranteed by law, and they ean- 
not be reversed by any other power than that 
The people of 
South Dakota cannot afford to wait upon the 
pleasure of the Democratic majority in the 
House to pass the Enabling act sent to them 
by the Senate. They will never come in, at 


| least so long as a Republican majority of 


nearly 60,000 in the Territory confronts the 
Democratic House. They must come before 
Congress with the authority of a State and 
demand admission as a matter of absolute 
right, not as a privilege, and it will be con- 
ceded. The Democratic majority will not 
dare to refuse it. They are too eager to re- 
tain their seats to resist the demand.

The in- 
surance companies need no law to forbid such 
insurance. 

If a transaction in insurance were simply 
the purchase and sale of a commodity, or 
simply a contract for the rendering of a 
service, the State might well be indifferent 
whether one or the other got more than his 
fair advantage out of the deal. But this 
primitive ground has long ago been aban- 
doned in the administration of the relations 
of the Stute to the business of fire-insurance. 
The instrancé companies are now universally 
placed under State supervision. Their ac- 
counts have to be audited by an officer of the 
people, and representatives of the publie are 
by law given the right to make examinations 
of the affairs and management of these cor 
porations. The State maintains at gfeat ex- 
pense a fire department to extinguish the 
flames which threaten the insurance eom- 
panies as well as other citizens with rulmous 
losses. The people are doubly taxed in this 
way by fire. The insured have to pay heavy 
premiums and thé taxpayers have to pay 
large sums for the expenses of fire depart- 
ments, The State in many cases prescribes 
in what securities the assets of the insurance 
companies shall be invested. It is id in 
view of these facts and others which could 
be mentioned to attempt to hold the ground 
that contracts of insurance are private t- 
tors in Which the State has no interest. ° 

In what it has so far done the State has 
confined itself mainly to protecting the in- 
sured from the malversation of the funds on 
which they must rely for the fulfillment by 
the companies of the contracts to indemnify 
them.

It is equally beyond 
controversy that the ability of insured per- 
sons to get from the insurance companies 
the full value of what has been buried, 
or even more, stimulates this carelesness 
and criminality. The greed of insurance 
companies for premiums and the greed-of 
the bad merchant who prefers arson to bank- 
ruptey lead directly to contracts for insur- 
ancé which result every day of the year in 
fires that often spread far into surrounding 
property and which add very perceptibly to 
the expenses which fall on the taxpayers in 
the maintenance of fire departments, Life 
itselt is often endangered and sometimes lost 
in consequence of the temptations which full 
insurance puts before careless or wieked men. 

When the State can enact that when a rail- 
road kills a passenger it shall not be made to 
pay more than $5,000 damages, as is the law 
in a number of States, it is absurd to say that 
it may not provide that no one who has suf- 


- fered by fire shall recover more than (say) 


three-fourths of his loss, no matter what the 
contract between. him and his insurer may 
say. The rule that the safety of the people 
is the supreme law applies here as well ds 
elsewhere. If the State may examine the 
accounts of an insurance company it certainly 
has the right to examine into the circum- 


stances of a fire and declare by the inquest 


of a jury just what the actual loss has been; 


and it can decree that no more than three- 
fourths of the amount so ascertained shall 
be paid over to the insured.

CALLING THE EDITOR OF LONDON “ TRUTH ”’ 
A “SHAMELESS LIAR ’’—READY TO FIGHT. 


In the Bennett-Mackay cable dispatches in 
yesterday's TRipuNE regarding the dynamite 
panit in London Mr. Labouchére, editor of the 
London Truth, is reported as saying: 

“The name of the man at the bottom of the 
dynamite outrage is McCafferty. How I know 
is bo matter, but I know.” 

Capt. John McCafferty, the alloged Irish agt- 
tator referred to, hands Tur Tripune his re- 
ply, as follows: 

“ CHICAGD, Jan. 28.— To whom it may concern: 
Labouchére of the London Trutk is a shame- 
less liar—an assasin of character. 

f ‘“JoHN MOCAPFERTY.” 
ur. McCaiferty has already gained much 
notoriety in connection with the Irish cause. 
He was tried in Dublin in 1867 for high treason 
against the British Government, and sentenced 
te death, along with many other of the Fenian 
conspirators. Five or six years later the sen- 
tenee was commuted to banishment, and since 
that time Mr. McCafferty has worked in this 
country as a speculator and mining operator. 
He is said to have made a great deal of money 
in mining speculation in Arizona and else 
where in the Far West, and says he is at pres- 
ent engaged in forming a company to conduct 
trading operations in Alaska. 

Capt. McCafferty’a name has been heretofore 
coupled with the dynamite outrages on more 
than one occasion, but he has always strenu- 
ously denied ail knowledge of them, and 
strongly protested that he has no sympathy or 
association with assasins or murderers. Some 
two years ago the report was widely circulated 
by the Assomated Press and otherwise that 
Informer Oarey’s disclosures deeply implicated 
McCafferty, and it was even alleged that the 
latter was none other than the mysterious 
„Number One. Mr. McCafferty strongly de- 
nied all connection with Carey, and claimed 
then, as he aces now, that he is a much- abused 
man, who has been pursued and persecuted by 
cruel calumniators within the ranks of the Irish 
party.

A Sudden Restoration of East- 
Bound Freight Rates Reached 
at Last. 


New Pool Agreement on Passenger 
Business~More About 1,000- 
Mile Tickets. 


An Attack on the Pooling System by New 
Tork Merchants—The Southern 
Rate War. 


East-Bound Freight-Rates Advanced 
a % Again to Tariff. 

The prediction made in yesterduy’s TRIBUNE 
that the advance in east-bound grain-rates by 
the Lake Shore to 22 ½ cents per 100 pounds 
was the forerunner of a complete restoration 
of east-bound freight-rates to tariff has been 
more speedily fulfilled than was generally ex- 
pected. Joint-Agent Moore received a dis- 
patch from Commissioner Fink yesterday 
morning inquiring why the roads, after ad- 
vancing rates on grain two and one-half cents, 
might not as well restore ail rates to tariff, and 
requesting him to call a meeting of 
the Chicago Committee to consider the 
matter. The meeting was called, and 
after a short discussion it was thought 
that rates might just as well be restored to 
tariff, as, owing to the obstacles by snow and 
cold, the roads were unable to handle all the 
business offered. A resolution was offered 
that all roads advance the rates on all classes 
of east- bound freight to tariff, and that the ad- 
vanced rates apply on all business offered for 
shipment after this day. All the roads, except 
the Chicago & Atlantic, voted in favor of the 
resolution. The representative of the latter 
claimed to be unable to vote for the resolution 
before be had consulted the managers of his 
company, and stated that he would join as 
soon as he received authority todoso. The 
other roads decided to go abead without the 
Chicago & Atlantic and make the advance 
at once. In the evening the Chicago 
& Atlantic notified the other roads that it had 
decided to join the agreement, so that all roads 
are now again charging tariff rates. A dispatch 
was received from Joint-Agent De Pue of the 
St. Louis pool stating that the St. Louis roads 
had decided to meet any action of the Chicago 
roads either in advancing or reducing rates. 
The roads from other Western points have aiso 
been requested to advanve rates to the 25-cent 
basis. If the latter continue to cut rates the 
advance rates from Chicago and St. Louis 
will only be maintained so iong as the 
roads are embarrassed by the elements 
and unable handle all the business 
offered. Great pressure, however, will be 
brought to bear upon the routes from Peoria 
and other Southwestern points to induce them 
to advance rates 6 tariff, as the pool lines feel 
disinclined to make lower rates again, as thé 
business will have to be evened up at tariff 
rates. 


The New P er Agreement of the 
Chicago and Ohie River Pool. 

At a meeting ot the Chicago and Ohio River 
Poo: at Indianapolis, Jan. 23, a new passenger 
agreement for the maintenance of agreed 
rates to and from Chicago, Indianapolis, Louis- 
ville, Cincinfati, and all points governed by the 
pool was adopted. The rates maintained are 
those contained in the current rate-sheets pub- 
lished at Chicago, Indianapolis, Cincinnati, 
and Louisville, and such special rates as may 
be agreed upon from time to time by the regu- 
larly appointed Rate Committee of the pool, ex-

CANE SUGAR. 


A New Process of Extracting the 
Juice Which Largely Increases the 
Product. 

New ORLEANS, Jan. 28.—[Special.J—At the 
beginning of the last planting season the pros- 
pect of the sugar-planters was grave indeed. 
The inyndation of more than half of the best 
sugar lands of the State, the low price of sugar 
on the market, and the menace of the Mexican 
and Caban treaties drove fully 28 percent of 
the Louisiana planters to give up cane-growing 
and put their land into rice. One of the largest 
sugar piantations, and the most expensive in 
point of labor and paerapbernalia, was 
that of ex-Gov. Henry C. Warmoth, 
in the Parish of Plaquemines. He has 
devoted years of personal study to simplifying 


his place, and now it is formally announced he 
has been'singularly successful. Ry the use of 
a sbredder which he had made to order he was 
enabied to increase the product of juices large- 
ly over any former exhibit, and he states that 
had he known how to handle the shredder at 
first as he learned by experience later he would 
have made $160,000 more on his crop than he 
did. As it was he was enabled to produce 
195 pounds of sugar from a ton of cane, where, 
at the beginning of the season, be only ob- 
tained 138 pounds, and where he got only an 
average of 148 pounds in 1883. Government 
experts have spent some weeks on the planta- 
tion, and are now preparing their report, which 
will, no doubt, produce quite a sensation when 
given to the public, It will show that for 100 
years the Louisiana pianters have been merely 
experimenting in sugarmaking. and that not 
till now bave they learned how to separate the 
juice from the produce the sugar 
in earnest.

PACIFIC ROADS. 


A New Bill to Provide for the Pay- 
ment ot the Government's 
me *- : 


The Senate Judiciary Committee Makes 
an Adverse Report on the House 
Measure, 


And Presents a Fresh Scheme for Settling 
the Debts— An Elaborate Plan 
Submitted. 


Wasnineror, D. C., Jan. 28.—|Special.}— 
The report of the Senate Judiciary Committee 
on the Pacific Railroad Funding bill which was 
submitted this afternoon bas been looked for 
with a good deal of interest. The bill is the 
same in principle with the Garland bill, known 
as the Sixty-Year Funding bill, and is offered 
as a substitute for the Thompson bill which 
passed the House last session. The latter sim- 
ply extended the provisions of the Thurman 
act to the Kansas Pacific and Central 
Branch, and increased the percentage of 
net earnings to be applied to the 
sinking-fund account from 26 to 30, 35, 
and 40 per cent. It settled none of the dis- 
putes between the Government and the roads, 
but lett all the old questions open. The sub- 
stitute divides the entire debt into 120 parts, 
one of which is payable each six months, and 
it is assumed increases the security of the 
Goverfiment by including in its lien all the 
railroad lines owned or controiled by the Pa- 
cifie roads, The entire debt is made due and 


upon a single payment. The bill meets the ap- 

proval of Messers. Edmunds, Hoar, Garland, 

and, Bayard, and as these gentlemen have 

heretofore held gomewhat divergent views on 

railroad ques their agreement would in- 

dicate its passage by the Senate. 
THE REPORT IN DETAIL. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 28.—In the den- 
ate Mr. Hoar from the Judiciary Committee 
reported back adversely the House bill to 
amend the Pacific Railroad Sinkimg-Fund act, 
and at the same time reported with a recom- 
mendation for passag> a new bill “To provide 
for the settlement of claims growing out of 
the issue of bonds to aid in the construction of 
the Pacific railroads and to secure to the 
United States the payment of all their indebt- 
edness.“ The Senate ordered the printing in 
pampbiet form of 1,000 copies of the House bill. 
the Senate Committee's substitute, and the ac- 
companying report. The bill is in substatice 
as follows: 

THE BILL'S PROVISIONS. 

To fix a day on which the indebtedness of the 
companies respectively to the Government 
shall be ascertained upon the same principle as 
if the whole debe and iuterest were to be paid 
that day, with a proper rebate, interest at the 
rate of 3 per cent per annum, and deducting 
from such amounts all payments made by the 
companies in money or transportation or 
otherwise, and extending the time at interest at 
3 per cent. The period for the extension of the 
payment of the last installment of the indebt- 
edness is forty-six years beyond che date of the 
maturity of the subsidy or an average 
extension Of the whole debt of twenty-three 
years. 

In eonsideration of the extension of time 
thus granted the companies are required to 
deposit with the Secretary of the Treasury 
bonds of redemption for the amount of the 
debt as ascertained in specific sums, one bond 
to mature every six months; and all earnings 
of the roads by Government transportation 
upon any roads owned, leased, or operated by 
the companies, shall be applied tothe payment 
of the current maturing bonds of redemption, 
and no money shall be paid by the Government 
for tion or service of any kind ever 
aided or non-nided roads until the bond next 
maturing shall be fully paid. 

It extends the statutory lien and security 
now subsisting over ull the roads owned or 

ted, or hereafter acquired and wherever 
situated, by the com including telegraph 
lines, franchises, rol k, and property of 
every kind and deseription, to remain as se- 
eurity for the bonds of 1 until all are 
paid, embracing over 3.000 m not now held 
as security by the t. 

It also requires that the company 
the provisions of this bill shall also 
provisions of the Thurman act, yieldmg all 
questions of the constitutionality of said act. 

REBATES—THE SINKING FUND—PENALTIES. 

The plan further provides that either of said 
companies may prepay and discharge tne debt 
in full at any time, and, as an inducement for 
such prepayment, an abatement of 3 per cent 
per annum in interest is allowed, and the com- 
panies are autborized to mortgage their fran- 
chises and property for the purpose of raising 
the funds to redeem these bonds of redemption 
if they see fit to do 80. 

The sinking fund heretofore established in 
the Treasury is discontinued, but not till the 
bonds and mortgages provided for in the bill 
are executed and delivered. 

The railroads* and telegraph lines are re- 
quired at all times to be at the service of the 
Government at rates as low as the lowest ac- 
corded any individual for like service. 

A failure for six months to pay any redemp- 
tion bonds at maturity, under the ns 
of this bill, renders all of said bonds thereupon 
due and payabie. 

In order that the companies shal! partake of 
the bevefits of the 14 — plan, they must 
acce the same under their corporate seais 
within three months of the passage of the act. 
In case the companies fail to accept the 
provisions ot the act within the time specified 
35 per cent of the annual gross earnings instead 
of 25 per cent shall be collected after the Ist of 
July, 1885, and the Secretary of the Treasury 
may invest the sinking fund of the companies 
in their first-mortgage bonds or securities of 
the United States, in bis discretion, or he 
may, with the assent of the com 
apply the same to the extinguishment of the 
interest on subsidy bonds, the Government to 
refund the same on demand if at any time it 
becomes necessary in order to meet any debts 
or obligations of said corporations prior in lien 
to said interest. . 

PURPOSE OF THE EXTENSION. 

The report accompanying the bill says: 

“The purpose of the extension proposed is 
to bring the semi-annual payments sufficiently 
within the Ability of the companies to render 
such payments entirely certain, and it cannot, 
in the opinion of the committee, be of any 
vital consequence to the Government whether 
the debt be paid in fifty or ajxty years, so long 
as ite ultimate payment can be certainly 
secured. The necessity of this extension 
further appears from the fact that first-mort- 
gage bonds equal in amount with the subsidy 
bonds mature at the same time, and these 
bonds, baving under the act of 1864 priority of 
lien over the Government, which stands in the 
relation of only second-lien creditor, must be 
paid before the Government oan obtain any- 
thing, and such payments would so strain the 
resources Of the companies that, if no exten- 
sion be given, the probabilities are that the 
toreclosure of the first-mortgage bonds would 
extinguish the debt of the Government, unless 
it is prepared to pay for the Union Pacific—in- 
cluding the Kansas Pacific—and for the Central 
Pacific sixty odd million/ dollars to cover the 
debt, with the interest of the mortgage, which 
has priority over the Government. 

“If the Government became the purchaser and 
thercby the owner of these roads it would thus 
find itself engaged in a railroad business gen- 
erally, which would be altogether a new and 
very questionable policy in its history, and 
then it is by no means certain that, after pay- 
ing this large prior debt, the Government 
would reimburse itself with the entire mauage- 
ment and control of the roads in its hands, at 
least for many years beyond the time contem- 
plated in the extension provided for by the 
bill; and there is scarcely any reasonable prob- 
ability that the Government could reimbürse 
“stself for this outlay by ‘any resale of the

DIED OF HIS WOUND. 
CHARRES KOPP, WHO WAS SHOT JAN. 19, 18 

DEAD—THE DREWES BROTHERS REFUSED 

BAIL. 

Charles Kopp, the Clybourn avenue barber 
who was shot in the head Jan. 19, died at 5:10 
o' lock yesterday morning from the effects of 

“the wound. Otto and August Drewes, the 


brothers suspected of the crime, were lodged: 


in the County Jail, Justice Kersten refusing to 
allow them to give bail. Otto Drewes posi- 
tively refused to talk about the shooting, say- 
ing that his attorney, Harris, instructed him 
not to do so. August said he visited his girl 
on Southport avenue the night of the sboot- 
ing, leaving her house after midnigit. On bis 
way home he the saloon into which 
Kopp had been taken to be warmed, and saw 
the officers come out of the door with Kopp in 
charge. He asked out of curiosity what the 
man had dont, and was told by the officers that 
Kopp was intoxicated, cold, and bruised from 
a tall. That was all he knew about the matter. 
He said he did not shoot Kopp, and was not in 
— vicinity when the policeman heard the 
ots. 

A coherent ante-mortem statement could not 
be obtained from Kopp owing to his low condi- 
tion. Tuesday night the patient's brother, Dr. 
Kopp, called in Lieut, Lioyd of the Webster 
Avenue Station, who put the question to the 
dying man: “Who shot you—was it August 
Drewes?” 

Kopp answered Tes.“ 

“Or was it Otto Drewes?” 

Again Kopp answered Yes.” 

Then turning over siowly in his bed he mut- 
tered in German, TWO.“ 

Whether be meant that two men shot at him 


— 
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or that two shots were fired those about the 
dying man’s bed could not make out, for he 
became unconscious im lately after utter- 
ing the German monosyliable, and when be 
awoke he was delirious and continued to rave 
until he sank into the stupor which preceded 
death. He died at 12:45 p. m.

“What was your object in publishing this 
notice? was asked of Mrs. Teichman yestér- 
day evening. ‘ . 

“Simply this: that we want the public to 
know that we will bave nothing further to do 
with our daugbter Martha or her husband. 
You see my daughter has dragged us before 
the courts. My husband found that the thing 
was burting bim, and so he dame to the 
conclusion that it would be best to renounce 
his child before the world. She can now assert 
no claims against us of any kind and has 
ceased entirely to be our daughter.” : 

Is this declaration made in obedience to 
any Jewish custom? the reporter asked. 

Not at all; but my husband believed that 
it would bave the effect to forever cut off our 
daughter from all relations with her parents 
and her brothers and sisters.

Mr. B. M. Shuffner, attorney for the, Streich- 
ers, said that in view of the fact that all litiga- 
tion was at an end, all claims were settled, and 
the Teichmans bad been paid $1,500, he lookea 
on the advertisement as an outrage. Sbe had 
not at any time done anything to deserve the 
assault made on her. 


THE BEEEMANITES. 
A MISREPRESENTED SEOT. 
The testimony of Mrs. Wentworth about the 
Beekmanites in her divorce case day before 
yesterday satisfied Judge Tuley of her flighti- 


ness, and its essential falsity could scarcely 


failto be apparent to every one. Like many 
other sects which do not commend themselves 
to the profane, Mrs. Beekman’s church has 
constantly been misrepresented, travestied, 
and maligned. The pastor of the small flock in 
Uhicago is Mr. Baldwin, who inhabits very 
humble apartments at No. 172 Van Buren 
street. At his home yesterday even- 
ing the Rev. John G. Schweinfurth of Rock- 
ford, the chief apostle of the church, 


was preparing to depart from Chica- 
go. He expressed unmeasured abhorrenee of 
reporters, who, he said, made itjtheir business 
to caricature what they heard and saw. In 
the newspapers so many expressions had been 
put into bis mouth which never even entered 
his mind, and so many scenes depicted which 
never existed save in the reporter's imagina- 
tion, that he had resolved to have no more 
conversation with representatives of the press. 
Most preposterous of all were the immoral 
practices sometimes ascribed to his fellow-be- 
lievers. A)! the meetings are free and open to 
the public. Many members of the church are 
poor, and they may be more impulsive and 
demonstrative than fashionable church -goers, 
but all charges of impropriety are groundiess 
fictions, he said. 

Mr. Schweinfurth is evidently a sincere ana 
honest man. He has a German face, with red- 
dish beard and thick, dark hair. From his ac- 
count of the origin and beliefs of the Beek- 
manites the foliowing particulars are derived: 

Mrs. Dora Beekman, who died two years ago, 
is the second Christ. It is not true that she 
ever expected to become the mother of a 
Savior. She was convinced in her own mind 
of her divinity long ago, though sbe never 
forced her convictions on others. Mr. Schwein- 
furth was formerly a minister of the Methoa- 
ist church, and he used to urge upon his fel- 
luw-churcbmen the importance of the Script- 
ural teacaings with regard to a sanctified lite. 
They said it was impossible to become holy 
like the Savior in this worid, but he could not 
believe this. While serving as missionary in 
Alpena, Mich., he first beard of Mrs. Beekman. 
talked with ber, found her as spotiess in her 
life as Jesus had been, and finally believed that 
she was indeed the Christ. The Scriptural 
prophecies are of the Bride and the Church of 
Christ. The Christ has now appeared as the 
Bride in Mrs. Beekman's form. n

' THE PECK CLAIMANT. 

HOW HE LOOKS—HE 16 INDIGNANT THAT HE 
SHOULD BE CHARGED WITH GAMBLING AND 
INTEMPERANCE. 

Whoever is curious about the aspect and 
bearing of the young man whose imaginative 
eyes are feasting themselves already upon the 
glitter of the Peck estate may gratify his curi- 
Ovity by picturing as insignificant a youth as 
can be conjured before the mind. George is 
small and slight, with dark hair, blue-gray 
eyes, and an upper lip just shadowed by a light 
mustache. His face, in which there is certain- 
ly nothing either subtie or vicious, bears that 
expression of listless indifference often observ- 
able in the children of poverty or unkindness. 
He wears a brown felt hat, and dresses decent- 
ly, though poorly. He displayed some ‘#ndig- 
nation yesterday at the charges of intemper- 
ance that have been made against him. 

“Tt is hard,” he said, for anybody who has 
been brought up in saloons, as I bave been, to 
avoid the acquaintance of some disreputable 
people. I have been in saloons and pool-rooms 
ever since I can remember, and, of course, I 
know a great many people in such places. I 
@ not think I have bad companions; they are 
boys I went to school with, and of course they 
are not the same kind of friends that a rich 
boy from a brown-stone house would have. I 
do not get drunk nor gamble, and I do not see 
why people should accuse me of being a reck- 
less and dissolute fellow. 

„What Mr. Keep says about my ha seen 
bim only once is true. Ia Albert Keep a 
good while ago, and he had very little to say to 
me. I told bim that what 1 wanted was to 
know who I was. If I was not George Peck’s 
son, whose son wasl? He said he did not 
know. but he knew was not George's. After 
my grandmother's death 1 saw his brother 
Henry Keep twice, but got no satisfaction. If 
they could have shown me | was not George R. 
Peck's son I should not have asked anything 
more. I want to know who I am.” 

The young man’s attorneys were unwilling 
to have his antecedents published so soon. 
They were working upon the evidence, they 
said, and intended to Bw nage their case to Mr. 
Keep as soon as the chain was complete. Mr. 
Keep does not know into whose bands the boy’s 
case is placed. The attorneys say that if he 
did their standing is such that he Would at once 
retract his charges of bad faith. Their object, 
they declare, is merely to ascertain the truth, 
and if the facts on which the claim rests are 
not capable of proof they wish to drop the case 
atonce. In view of Mr. Keen's assertion that 
he is apprised of facts which disprove the 
alleged parentage of George, they eugage that 
within aday or two they will confer with Mr. 
Keep and will assure him that, as their only ob- 
ject is to ascertain the truth, if he will dis- 
close to them the fata! circumstances which he 
professes to know, they will, upon being con- 
vinced, discontinue the case at once. They 
hope it will be unnecessary to go into court. 
They will probably confer with Mr. Goudy for 
the sake of settling the facts, and are confident 
that Mr. Goudy, like themselves, will stand by 
the truth. 

This investigation is not set on foot merely 
to attack Mrs. Peck’s estate. The first object 
W to secure the young man’s share of his 
mother’s property, which is now cbiefly in the 
bands of Phillips. If any suit is brought that 
will be the first one, and ample opportunity 
will be given the executors of Mrs. Peck's will 
to dispute the boy’s identity before their own 
interests are involved at all. 

“T regard this claim, said a man familiar 
with Maggie Peck’s chancery suit in 1869, 
“very much as I should regard an attempt to 
palm me off as a son of Queen Victoria. It 
was never even suggested in those days that 
this George was Maggie Peck’s son. I sup- 
pose she took him from the asylum under the 
impression that she could not inherit 


the property unless she had a child. 
That is a current notion with iguo- 
rant people, who Gerive their legal 


ideas chiefly from traditions of the common 
law. Afterwards she was probably advised by 
lawyers that she would get more without any 
children. If George had been her own son she 
would assuredly have caused a suit to be 
brought in his name after she had secured the 
compromise.” 

The friends of George explain ber neglect to 
bring such a suit by her reluctance to have the 
property go to Phillips, who would have been 
sure to seize upon whatever was decreed to the 
boy. She filed a bill once or twice to obtain a 
divorce trom Pbillips, and it is alleged that one 
of her prificipal motives in doing so was to 
emancipate herself from his control, so as to 
be able to get George's property herself. The 
divorce was never obtained, and the action to 
rane gg George's property was never insti- 
tuted.

MRS. MCLERNAGAN SAYS THAT TOO MUCH OF

Although she refused to 
buy his book, he called on her repeatedly, she 
states, all the time making advances of an un- 
mistakable character. Last March he is said 
to have gone to her house drunk, but to have 
been driven off by her throwing a pailful of 
beer on him. She shows a large number of 
letters signed W. H. Collier,” importuning 
her to make certain appointments. Mrs. Mo- 
Clernagan, who had meantime removed to No. 
492 Union street, refused to meet the author 
of these letters, who then, it is alleged, threat- 
ened revenge. oor three months ago she 
received by a printed slip, purporting to 
be a newspaper-clipping, describing the trial 
of a Mrs. MoClernagan before Justice C. J. 
White tor street-walking. Accompanying this 
slip was the following note, which Mrs. Mo- 
Clernagan now shows: 

“I felt it my duty to send this to your 
parents. W. H. Commun.“ 

Soon afterwards, she says, Collier threatened 
to invite to ber house, by letters bearing her 
signature, some thirty married men whom he 
named over to ber. All this time, according to 
ber story, he was trying to make engagements 
to meet her. A few days ago scurrilous posters 
concerning Mrs. McCiernagan were sent to her 
landiady and neighbors, and were pasted on her 
front door and the fence-posts in that neighbor- 
hood. Mrs. MoClernagan told ber husband that 
Collier was the perpetrator of the outrage, and 
be at once went to his house to get satisfaction. 
Collier, however, happened to be out. 

A few minutes after the McClernagans bad left 
Justice White's office Mr. and Mrs. Collier ap- 
peared and got out a disorderly warrant for 
the arrest of Mr. McClernagan.

IRON PUMPS—LINSEED OIL. 
TRADE IS DULL. IN THE FORMER—THE PRICE 
OF THE LATTER ADVANCED. 

The National Iron-Pump Manufacturers’ ‘As- 
sociation began its fiffeenth annual meeting 
yesterday at the Tremont House with fifteen 
firms represented. A. T. McDonald of Du- 
buque, Ia., was elected President, and J. M. 
Douglass of Middletown, Conn., Secretary. 
In the reports of the members it was stated 
that only about two-thirds of the capacity of 
the factories had been employed since No- 
vember. Trade was generally dull, but the 
prospects were good for a better trade in the 
Spring. At today’s session the question of 

limiting production will come up for action. 

At a meeting of the Western linseed oil 
manufactureré, held at the Grand Pacific, it 
was decided to advance the price of oll two 
cents, making it 49 cents a gallon. There was 
also a discussion in regard to the Hewitt bill 
now before Congress, by which a rebate of 13 
eents a bushel 1s given on linseed which is re- 
exported in the form of cakes. A committee 
was appointed to take steps towards petition- 
ing Congress not to pass the bill. 


A $25 WATCH FOR $5.27. 
THE GENEROUS OFFER OF THRE “ FARM, FIELD, 
AND AN.“ 

Just how $25 watches are manufactured and 
sold for $5.27 is a matter that is not readily ex- 
plained. Mr. W. R. V. Powis, the editor of the 
Farm, Fidd, and it appears, bas 
solved the difficulty, and now sells $25 watches 
for $6.27. Innocents in the country are his 
especial meat. Yesterday Chief-of-Police Doyle 
received a dozen letters from different parts of 
Iowa and Wisconsin, stating that the Writers 
bad sent money to Mr. Powis, Nos. 67 and 59 
Dearborn street, for wateohes. In return they 
were sent the information that no watones 
would be given away until the circulation of 
the paper bad reached 100,000, with the supple- 
mentary assurance that that figure would soon 
be reached. 

‘These men are caught by flaring advertise- 
ments inserted in the leading papers of the 
country, which are models of ambiguity and a 
meaningless conglomeration of words. Nota 
positive promise is made to the flve-dollar-and- 
twenty-seven-cent grays, as they are called 
in the Farm, Field, ana Stockman office. The 
advertisement then goes on to show that the 
paper loses $50,000 on 100,000 watches, or halt 
a dollar per watch; and only that, too, on $25 
warches which are being given away for 
$5.27. What the extra two cents on the prive 
are for the ad does not state. Besides re- 
lying on man’s credulity, the editor appeals to 
man’s oupidity to further his schemes. In de- 
soribing the watch he says: Indeed, it can- 
not be told from a genuine gold watch. For 


trading and speculative pu it is superior 
to any watch éver before It can be 
soid readily for $20, and traded for 
horses, cattle, etc. 0 as to double 
this amount.“ The ost amusing 
paragravh fn the misleading vertisement is 
the following: We know this offer will de- 


moralize the watch business of the country; 
but itis every man for himself in this age of 
newspaper warfare.“ Such ridiculous state- 
ments should be warning enough to those who 
are tempted by the glittering offer. 

The watch scheme of the Farm, Field, and 
Stockman is rather uncertain. Those who 
have sent their money to Mg. Powis can con- 
vince themselves of this by sending their claims 
to an attorney with instructions to prosecute 
if settlement is not made. They will be sur- 
prised at the alacrity the editor will show in 
remitting the money. The $25 watch will prob- 
ably not be forthcoming. 


THOUGHT IT WAS DYNAMITE. 
A TRAMP.WHO DID NOT WAIT TO BE BLOWN UP. 
Some days ago Edward Groff of the Waverly 
House, No. 102 South Desplaines street, found 
a worn-out electric coil in a neighboring alley- 
way.

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

NEW SCHOOL SITES—ADDITIONAL ACCOMMODA- 
TIONS—OCOAL SUPPLIES—FIRE AND POLICE 
ALARMS FOR SCHOOLS. 

At a meeting of the Board of Education iast 
night the Committee on School Sites and Build- 
ings recommended the purchase of the school 
site at the corner of Wallace and Thirty-first 
streets at the price stated at the last meeting. 
The committee also recommended the adver- 
tisement for a new building site in-the district 
bounded by Adams, Harrison, and Lincoln 
streets and Ashiand avenue. It was decided to 
let contracts for the building of a nine-room 
school-house at the corner of Indiana 
Sangamon streets, to cost, when complete 
$30,778. Contracts were also let for the erec- 
tion of a six-room addition to the King School. 
Tue same committee recommended that ail 
the schools be connected with the Police 
and Fire Departments by electric alarms 
at a cost not to exceed $10 
for each school. The committee was 
empowered to make arrangements and con- 
tracts for such service. Mr. Kraus objected to 
empowering committees to spend any money, 
for the reason that the board had not the right 
to delegate such authority. He gave notice 
that if the committee attempted to spend any 
money for electric appliances he would get an 
injunction from the courts restraining them 
from dom 80.

TRYING TO AGREE. 
NORWEGIAN FOLLOWERS OF MARTIN LUTHER 

ENDEAVORING TO SETTLE THEIR DIFFER- 

ENCES. 

At the Norwegian Evangelical Lutheran 
Church of Our Savior, corner of May and Brie 
streets, of which the Rev. O. Juul is pastor, is 
being held a conference of Norwegian-Luther- 
ans of various denominations from all parts of 
the United States. Yesterday was for the most 
part taken up in divine worship and acting 
upon credentials, but it is expected that the 
conference will last a week or ten days, as the 
subjects of discussion are somewhat complex 
and prolific of debate. There were 200 ministers 
and delegates present when the Rey. I. B. 
Frick of La Crosse. Wis., took the Moderator’s 
chair, besides delegates at large and laymen. 
The proceedings were all in the vernacular. 

This is the fourth conference held for a 
specific purpose, and in the opinion of those 
interested it will not result more satisfactorily 
than its predecessors, which have been held in 
various parts of the country. The Norwegian 
followers of Martin Luther in America num- 
ber over 500.000, but do not agree upon certain 
dogmas, and so are divided into synods as fol- 
lows: The Norwegian Evangelical Lutherans, 
the Norwegian Lutherans, the Hanges, and the 
Augustana’s. For fifteen years these four 
synods have differed in opinion as to such 
subjects as the redemption, absolution, and 
justification, and it is to endeavor to adjust 
these differences of belief that the present con- 
ference is called. The vital question now 
under discussion are: What must be done 
to get these four into one common synod?” 
This is the question that will occupy the con- 
ference for the next ten days.

In short, let all colored men patiently, persist- 
entiy, and with all possible intellectual skill 
ignore their African origin, and do, say, and 
seek everything purely, only, and entirely as 
American citizens equally interested with all 
other American citizensin all the rights of all. 
1 do not by any means imply that they should 
: colored men’s interests and rights, 
but that the part of wisdom is to let the 
greater, at least the larger, inciude the less. 
Let colored men show such sagacious, active 
interest in the rights and interests of all men 
that all men shall gradually be won to regard 
them as valuable accessions to the community 
and most valuable when most free.“

The Desperate Fighting by Gen. Pren- 
tiss’ Division Saves the Day 
to the Federals.

Lew Wallace's Tardiness and Its. Evil Oon- 
sequences — Why the Rear Looked 
Demoralized, 


Gen. Andy Hickenlooper was at the battle of 
Shilob,.and the caller trom the Cincinnati 
Times-Star began by asking him concerning his 
command. 

„At Shiloh,“ was the answer, “I was in 
command of a battery raised in this city, Al- 
though in the service for about eigut months 
previous this was really its maiden fight.” 

Have you read Gen Grant's account of the 
battle?“ 

„Tes, sir, I have read it very carefully.” 

„Well, bow did the article strike you? As 
accurate and as giving a full and comprehen- 
sive account of the incidents of that day? 

„es, sir, it is undoubtedly quite accurate 
in the general and most important features of 
the battle, and in my judgment his criticisms 
are equally just and proper, with the excep- 
tions that I do not think the General expressed 
his condemnation of Wallace's tardiness in 
strong enough terms and I don’t think he 
dwelt with sufficient emphasis upon the very 
commendable part taken by Gen. Prentiss’ 
command and the bearing it had upon the re- 
suits ot that battle. Nor do I think be fully 
considered or credited the moral effeet of the 
approach of Buell’s army.” 

„Please explain your yiews more fully.“ 

„Well, Wallace had ample notice of what he 
would, in all probability, be called upon to do, 
and the orders to do quickly followed. He well 
knew that a terrible battle was being fought 
and that we were being gradually forced back 
to the river. He certainly knew, or ought to 
bave known, the most direct road to the Land- 
ing, and yet be occupied an entire day in mov- 
ing bis command of 7,000 men about ten 
miles. This was simply inexcusabie, and later 
in the War would bave been followed by se- 
vere punishment.” 

Wat do you say to bis belief in bis ability 
to whip the enemy without Buell's assistance?” 

„Well, I believe that with the assistance of 
Wallace's fre-h and veteran troops Gen. Grant 
would have been abie the second day to re- 
trieve the disasters of the first. — if he 
bad not been abie to at once assume the ag- 
gressive be certainly could bave maintained 
his position at the Lancing until the men who 
were demoralized by the first flerce onslaught 
of the enemy had time to their second wind, 
when an equally decisi@ victory would have 
followed, but I also think that during the first 
day's battle the troops engaged were greatiy 
encouraged by the repeatediy communicated 
reports of Buell'ss advance being at the Land- 
ing. I. believe that regiments would 
bave made a less stubborn resistance, or let 
go long before they did, had it not been for 
the bourly expectation of seeing the veterans 
of that army coming to their support. I do 
not, however. think that Gen. Grant has given 
Gen. Prentiss sufficient credit for the impor- 
tant services rendered by him and his command 
that day. 

For months, and I may say for years, after 
that battle many reputable military men and 
the public generally were under the impres- 
sion that Gen. Prentiss’ division was knocked 
out of time on the first round and the remnants 
captured quite eariy in the day, while tne facts 
Are that the soldiers of this division were the 
first to discover the presence of the enemy in 
foree, the first to open fire, and were still bold- 
ing their position, fightine most desperately, 
and repelling the repeated assaults of the 


given way and fallen back to the river. It 
is a self-evident proposition that if the 
others bad done as well the enemy could 
have made no progress, and as it was, bis 
stubborn, I may say unparalicied, resistance 
delayed the general advance of the enemy for 
at least two hours, ami it has been asserted, 
over and over again, by Confederate writers 
that this delay at what they cailed the ‘ Hornets’- 
Nest’ saved the Federal army. It certainly 
contributed more to this fortunate result than 
all the other causes combined, and I therefore 
think more credit should bave given to 
Gen. Prentiss and more interest should be at- 
tached to such an important feature of this 
historic battle.“ 

General, the public have had the general 
im that the army was surprised at 
Shiloh, that it became demoralized and made 
unnecessary haste to reach the river. What are 
your views on this point?” 

“Well, to some extent it was a surprise. 
Certainly no one expected the general engage- 
ment to come when it did, and we were not 
prepared for it, but there was no such demor- 
alization as has been rted. We did not 
have to exceed 32,000 men, while Beauregard's 
official report shows that be had aggregate 
present of over 46,000 well in band and thor- 
oughly pre and instructed in every de- 
tail of the approaching battle. The first line 
we formed was not to exceed three miles from 
the Landing, and while we all know that some 
of the most decisive battles of the War bave 
occupied but two or three bours of actual 
fighting, this day it was a continuous clash 
of arms from daylight to uear dark, and yet 
durmg all that time we were forced back not 
to exceed two miles. This is the very best evi- 
dence that there was comparatively little de- 
moralization and much bard fighting, sadly 
confirmed by the heavy death-roll of both 
arm es. 

Hut how about the reported presence of 
so many demoralized men at the Landing?“ 

“Well, this was greatly exaggerated by the 
reports of persons who had never before seen 
the rear of an army after a severe engage- 
ment. People generally forget that an army 
consists of two classes ofgmen—one, the active 
fighting soldiers, while the other part consists 
of men who may properiy be called non-com- 
batants, consisting ot cooks, teamsters, arti- 
floers, musicians, purses, clerks, sutlers, quar- 
termasters, and details of various kinds. Add 
to these the sick of the command, and the ag- 
gregate seldom taille below one-fourth of the 
entire force. , 

Then, out of our 6,000 wovaded, probably 
2,000 were able to make their own way back to 
the Landing. Then think of the hundreds of 
baggage-wagons and ambulances that belong 
to such an army. All these properly kept 
drifting to the rear, as they do in every bat- 
tie, but the débris of war was wore noticeable 
on tbis occasion because they were necessarily 
concentrated in the very vontracted space at 
the Landing, and it was this that gave rise to 
the very arossly exaggerated accounts of de- 
mbralization. Ibave been with the Army of 
the Tennessee in every battle it fought from 
the beginning to the close of the War, and I 
never witnessed more desperate fighting.” 

Did you notice that Gen. Grant does not 
lay much stress on the sevond day’s fighting, 
and intimates that the enemy should have been 
more actively pushed?’’ 

Tes, sir, I did, and 1 think he is right. 
There was no such fighting the second as there 
was the first day, and by lo’clock the enemy 
was in fuil retreat, with every evidence ol de- 
moralization.

CATTLE IN MONTANA. 


A Hard Winter on Them—Many Per- 
ishing—Myriads of Prairie Wolves. 
Mives Crtry, Mont., Jan. 22.—Reports from 

all over the Territory say that cattle are 

suffering greatiy, both natives and pilgrims, 
and that it is feared a run over the ranges will 
show beavy losses. In the northwest, near 

Fort Benton, the snow is very deep and the 

-weather very cold, so that the cattle cannot 

find sufficient nourishment from the scant 


ly. Near Missoula, west of the Rocky Mount- 
ains, and also in Northern Idaho, the snow is 
said to be from five to six feet deep, and the 
cattle are coming in from the prairies, driven 
in by the protracted blizzard which is sweeping 
over that section of the country. In the south- 
west, neur Bozeman, in Madison, Beaver Head, 
and Gallatin Counties, the same state of affairs 
exists, and the suffering has extended to the 
bands of sheep as well as to the cattle berds. 
In the Musselshell! district cattle matters have 
a rather gloomy appearance. 

All along the Northern Pacific Railroad in 
Montana.and Idaho the cattle are congregated 
near the track looking for shelter, and not 
seeming to relish the deep snow of the open 
prairie where blizzards are sweeping with such 
tremendous force. The poor creatures are 
actually frightened, and don’t know what to 
do with themselves. They get under the 
bridges, or in the ditches on the sides of the 
track, or gather in knots and bunches in the 
willows near streams, aud don't seem to care to 
graze. The native cattle appear to fare badly 
also, but the greatest suffering is among the 
new cattle, who know not what to do for water. 
The acclimated stock will take great mouthfuls 
of snow when water is not to be bad, and in 
this way manage to allay their thirst to 
some extent, but the pilgrims have not 
yet learned that art, and are therefore 
suffering in consequence. The ‘stroams 
and creeks are frozen 80 bard 
that they are no longer useful for watering- 
places. As a freight-train on Northern Pa- 
cific Railroad was nearing Stillwater, a town in 
the westerh part of the Yellowstone Valley, the 
engineer discovered the track ahead of him 
com pletely blocked by cattle. Before the train 
could be stopped it rushed peli-meli into the 
very midst of the antmals, and plowed them 
from the rails right and leit. A heavy snow- 
plow was in front of the engine, and it crushed 
four, killing them outright. Fourteen others 
were damaged more or less by the time the 
train came to a standstill, and yet the rest 
would not move. The train-men then got 
down and drove the animais off, clearing the 
track with great trouble. They seemed per- 
fectiy wild with cold and fear, and several of 
them attacked the train-men, causing the latter 
to fly to the nearest protection. 

Near Miles City a curious spectacie is to be 
seen. The whole valley on all sides of the 
town is filled with catiUle that have come in 
from the range to escape the cold. Among the 
short, stubby rose-bushes that grow along te 
banks of the Yellowstone and Tongue Rivers 
isasenof heads belonging to the astonished 
animals that are seeking what protection the 
scant shrubbery affords. Even ju the streets 
of the town great droves of cattie meander 
back and forth, as the tall houses on either 
side have the appearance, if not the reality, of 
conveying warmth. The weather in the city 
must be at least 10° or 15° warmer than out on 
the prairies, and no doubt the cattle feel the 
difference, and will bang around until it mod- 
erates sufficiently to allow a return to the regu- 
lar grazing grounds. But there is a great deal 
of suffering among them for food, for there is 
not enough in the town nor in the valley sur- 
rounding it to make even one square meal for 
the immense drove of animals now congregated 
hereabouts. 

A number of cattle, among which were some 
pligrima, went out on the ice of the Yeliow- 
stone Kiver, opposit town, to drink at one of 
the water-holes out in the ice for the purpose 
of suppiying the town. The old rustiers went 
at the thing in the right way, and quenched 
their thirst without any difficulty; but the new- 
comers, the Texans, to whom it was a new ex- 
perience, were not so fortunate on their side, 
and forty-five of them fell into the aperture, 
one after another, and were swept under the 
ice and drowned. Scores of others that fell in 
but managed to get out in some way were 80 
badly moistened with the cold water that they 


bodies are lying along the river bank, farther 
up stream, frozen stiff, baving evidently come 
to their deaths in this 3 Cattlemen are 
taking the matter in band, and cowboys have 
been detailed to patrol along*the river opposit 
these dangerous places in order to prevent like 
accidents. 

The cold weather appears to have brought 
myriads of coyotes and prairie wolves from 
somewhere, as the whole territory is literally 
alive with them. These scavengers formerly 
followed in the wake of the mighty buffalo 
berds that once filied the plains of Montana, 
but now tbat they have returned it must be 
that no more buffalo are to be found, and the 
cattle are to supply their place: These miser- 
able brutes are committmg great ravages on 
domestic cattle, particularly the calves. The 
latter are weak, tender, and stunted with cold, 
and cannot keep up with their stronger parents. 
The voyotes watcn these calves, and if one be- 
comes tired and lies down in the snow to rest 
he is sure to be set upon by a score of raven- 
-ous wolves and torn to pieces, The county 
authorities find they are compelied at last to 
give their attention to the growing evil, and 
they are therefore offering free strychnine to 
all who will use it in the extermination of 
these pests. As there is a bounty offered for 
every wolf killed, also a ready market within 
the territory for the skins, many of the cow- 
boys are entering into the business of woif- 
poisoning, which yields them a bandsome 
largess in addition to their regular pay as 
herders. 


A FAMILY POISONED. 


Two Members of the Household Al- 
ready Dead and Others in a Fre- 
carious Condition. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Jan. 27.—|Special.|—An 
expert chemist began an investigation today as 
to the nature of the poison with which the fam- 
ily of Frederick Crisp, a mechanic at German- 
town, were stricken at the supper-table last 
Friday, from which two of the family died 
in great agony yesterday. The iliness came 
suddenly, but with elightly Varying symptoms, 
to nine persons who were seated at table. They 
were eating cold meat saved from the day bo- 
fore, some prepared jam, hot biscuits, and tea. 
It is believed that the latter contained the fata) 
poison, altbough it bas not yet been analyzed.

The Ohief-Justice’s Struggle for the 
Presidency with Death’s Hand

Waite bas naturally attracted attention to the 
condition of business before the United States 


Supreme Court and to the character of the 


work of the Judges, The Supreme Court is 
not a place for idieness. With a docket three 
years in arrears, the Judges know some- 
thing of that “always beginning and 
never ending” life of the daily journal- 
ist. Some years ago one of the associated 
Justices of that court, whose steps were then 
rapidly tending to the silent country where the 
late Chief-Justice Cnase himself now rests, 
gave me a vivid ploture of the. latter days of 
Mr. Chase’s life and some glimpses of the in- 
terior workings of the Supreme Court. Mr. 
Chase's biographers have not given a better 
sketch of the disappointments which the great 
man felt than was furnished by his brother 
Judge. The story was something like this: 
AN INTERVIEW WITH OHASE. 

% Mr. Chase, while the hand of death was on 
him, still clung to the wild ambition which was 
the ruling motive of bis career. ‘Three weeks 
before bis death poor Chase firmiy hoped that 
he might become President. His ambition had 
entirety overleaped itself. Our conversation 
hegan about his health. The venerable man 
wasin a very nervous state when we com- 
menced to talk. He haa just learned of a 
letter written by a correspondent of some West- 
ern newspaper, in which the statement was 
made that Mr. Chase’s health was very bad in- 
deed, and that be was in certain decline. He 
asked me how he appeared to be. I told him 
frankly that early in the season I thought that 
his bealth was failing, but that then I believed 
he had much improved. His family constantly 
denied that Chase had ever had a paralytic 
stroke, and Mr. Chase now admitted to me, bis 
old-time friend, I believe for the first time, that 
he nad bad such a shock. It had affected 
his entire right side. He told me that bis foot 
was then a little better, and that his leg had 
freer piay. He felt the shock most in the right 
lobe of the brain, over the eye, and on the 
right side of his tongue. And here be stopped 
and asked whether 1 had not noticed a slight 
stoppage in his speech, I told him that while 
he was reading his decisions in court I often 
bad. He said that he had then commenced to 
write. a little, but. that it, was voor work. 
He said he wished that there could be a law 
passed retiring him upon a pension. The pres- 
ent law, you know, provides for retirement 
only at the age of 70. I said to bim: ‘I havea 
great many friends in both Houses of Con- 
gress, and I am certain that a biil retiring you 
could be in twenty-four hours’ 
time. It would only need your assurance 
that you would avail yourself immedi- 
ately of the provisions such a 
bill.’ Chase replied with much warmth 
that, under no circumstances, would be con- 
sent to immediate retirement. He said that he 
would like to have such a,bill passed, and then, 
if his health . no better within two or 
three years, he would avail himself of . I 
could see clearly that be then bad bis mind 
upon the Presidency. Tue two or three years 
more which he wanted would have brought 
him to another Presidential campaign, 
when, if strong enough, he seemed to 
have hope that he might have some chance 
tor anomipation. And he rightly judged tnat 
to have retired before that time would have 
been to forfeit all his expectations. I said to 
him that without his assurance of immediate 
acceptance it wouid be useless# to attempt to 
secure the passage of such a law, for Congress 
certainly would not pass it. This assurance 
Mr. Case tieClined to give, and the conversa- 
tion was directed to other subjects. 

THE PRESIDENTIAL MAGGOT, 

Tou see,” said the Associate Justice, N the 
Presidential maggot was feeding in his brain.

There were 
experienced bands to do ali the formal part of 
the work, so that my duties there were mainly 
of a directory character. But, in this piace, 
there are no duties that can be delegated. 
Everything must be done by one’s own 
hands 1

Ashe 
entered the court of Terpsicbore he removed from a 
slightly powdered wig a ed cocked hat of the 
latest fushion. Fastened to the lappel of the hat 
was a nosegay of sweet-smelling posies. . °

breeches, with white silk hose, a full-powdered 
wig—e la Louis Seize—with frizzled side-locks, and 
a cocked hat with a black cockade.
